DIRECTORS DECIDE Jo REDEEM. 


$444,450 WORTH AUG. 17.

They Expect Then to Have $660,000 Sar- 


plus to Cover the 10 Per Cent Payment 
«Contractors to Be Put Off for a While 
“Another Finance Committee=Lady 
Managers Vigorously Attack Oriental 
Dances in Midway Plaisance and Think 
They Should Be Suppressed. 

The World’s Fair directors pulled them- 
selves together at an Executive committee 
meeting last night at Jackson. Park and de- 
cided to begin paying off the debenture bonds 
Aug. 17. The first payment is to be 10 per 
cent of the principal. As there is $4,444,- 
500 of these bonds sold the directors will 
have to get $444,450 into the treasury by 
the time specified. The money is coming in 
at the gates and from concessions at an aver- 
age of 570.000 a day. The daily ex- 
penditures are a little above $15,- 
000 a day. Twelve days intervene 
for the collection of the necessary amount, 
and the receipts for that period should be 
$840,000. Deducting the estimated expenses 
there will bea surplus of $660,000 out of 
which to pay the 10 per cent installment. 
Then, too, there is approximately $400,000 
in the treasury, so,in case contractors are 
not paid off in the meantime, there should be 
vig Aug. 17 nearly $600,000 in the cash

After the meeting was over the memers of 
the committee insisted that their action had 
been taken from no other motive than to be- 
gin the policy of paying off. They said the 
report of the Kerfoot committee had nothing 
to do with this action. They were not trying 
to silence the fears of bondholders. 

Nevertheless provision was made for a com- 
mittee similar to the Kerfoot committee, 
which declined to serve longer because it did 
not have sufficient power. The committee to 
be appointed now will do exactly the same 
work that the Kerfoot committee did, but will 
make its recommendations to the Council of 


Administration for the latter’s adoption or re- 


jection. It is to act with functions similar to 
those of an adjusting committee, but its 
recommendations necessarily will have 
great weight. But to ease the feelings of the 


council Director Keith introduced a resolu- | 


tion that it was the sense of the Executive 
committee that the powers of the new finance 
supervisors should be such as is indicated in 
the foregoing. It will be a mighty potent 
committee in theadministration of the finance 
end of the Exposition. 

The bonds on which payment is to be made 
are largely held here. Chicago banks have 
purchased over $2,500,000 of the issue. The 
railroads have $900,000 worth and the re- 
maining bonds are écattered, many of them 
being owned by individual Chicago purchas- 
ers. 

Last night’s action means evidently that the 
contractors will have to wait a while longer 
for their money, and that the bondholders 
will be given some assurance that their money 
will be returned. No one at the meeting had 
any doubt that these debenture bonds, as well 
as all other indebtedness, would be paid off.

WANT MIDWAY DANCES STOPPED. 


Lady Managers at the Fair Think They 
se Are Offengive. 

Some of the lady managers have been down 
on Midway Plaisance. They told their ex- 
periences' in the board meeting yesterday 
afternoon. They were not pleasant expe- 
riences. In fact, the women went so far as.to 
say several harsh things concerning certain 
features of the street of nations, and as they 
told them they wept. If some of the more 
determined can bring it about the Council of 
Administration will before long receive a pe- 
tition in the name of the wives and mothers 
represented on the board requesting that the 
objectionable theaters be shut down forthwith 
and not reopened while the Fair continues. 

The matter of the plaisance was introduced 
into an unusually tame session by a call for 
the report of a committee appointed two 
weeks ago to send out cards to the women on 
the Midway Plaisance for the purpose of in- 
viting them to the Woman’s Building. They 
were there to be shown its beauties by mem- 
bers of the board. The committee had made 
no report and had taken no action. But the 
women needed no report to set them talking. 
Isabella Beecher Hooker was the first to 
speak. She reviewed briefly the character of 
the famous street and said in conclusion: 

think we had better invite that quarter, 
not in bulk, as has been suggested, but very 
much in detail.“ 

Do you mean to say,” cried one of the 
women, jumping to her feet as Mrs. Hooker 
sat down, that any woman has fallen so low 
that the Board of Lady Managers will not 
hold out a helping hand to her?“ 

This brought Mrs. Barker to the platform. 


Mrs. Barker’s Unpleasant Experiences. 

I will take second place to no one in mis- 
sionary work,“ she said. But I went down on 
the plaisance yesterday impelled bya sense 
of duty. (Applause and laughter). I never 
have been so grieved or shocked in my life as 
at the things I saw. I shall most certainly 
oppose inviting the women who perform at 
the theaters there to meet, socially, the mem- 
bers of this board.

| HE INSISTS ON CASH. 


NEW YORK OORRESPONDENT.

He Calls for Currency to the Amount of 
the Chicago Trust and Savings Bank’s 
$25,000 Deposit in the Western Na- 
tional and Receives in Response a Cool 
NegativeeNow He Proposes to Get It 
or Know the Reason Why=—Order Made 
Through Express Company. . 

The American Express company yesterday 
morning received orders to collect $25,000 
in currency from the Western National Bank 
of New York for the account of the Chicago 
Trust and Savings Bank, of which Daniel H. 
Tolman is the presiding genius. Mr. Tolman 
proposes to find out whether a New York bank 
having Chicago funds on deposit can refuse to 
meet the demands of its Chicago correspond- 
ent. Mr. Tolman has. in common with other 
Chicago bankers, discovered a marked disin- 


part with their funds. 

The situation in respect to New. York ex- 
change has lately been abnommal and unpar- 
alleled. The banks have issued clearing- 
house certificates in such quantities that they 
have no real currency todo business with. 
New York exchange has been quoted at from 
$7 to 810 a thousand discount, which -means 
practically that itis unsalable. Local bank- 
ers have repeatedly called on New York 
for funds, but in the language of 
the street have been given 
the laugh. Demands have been met with 
the offers of clearing-house certificates which 
are only current in New York, or with flat re- 
fusals, A number of banks have been forced 
to sell exchange even at the discount rates. 

The Atlas Bank day before yesterday sold a 
large block of exchange and charged the 
discount up to its correspondent in New York, 
which was unable or unwilling. properly to 
meet the demand for currency. Things have 
dragged along this way until at last the New 
York banks have fallen afoul of Mr. Tolman. 

Wednesday he telegraphed his correspond- 
ent. the Western National Bank, for $25,000. 
A message came back saying nothing but 
clearing-house certificates could be sent. Mr. 
Tolman replied that his depositors could not 
be satisfied with certificates, but wanted cash. 
This did not convince the New York bank of 
the error of its way, and Mr. Tolman pro- 
ceeded in hammer and tongs fashion to prove 
to it that good banking necessitated prompt 
returns to demands for deposits. He went to 
the American Express company and ordered 
it to collect the $25,000. 

The Western National Bank is an institu- 
tion capitalized at $3,500,000. B. Ives is 
the cashier, and among its officers are a num- 
ber of United States Treasury men. Tolman 
until regently corresponded with the Chem- 
ical National Bank of New York, but his busi- 
ness was solicited by the Western National 
Bank, and he turned it over to the latter in- 
stitution. Mr. Tolman claimed last night 
that he had done nothing unusual, but admit- 
ted that he would find out whether the New 
York banke meant to pay their obligations in 
cash or not. 

It is a fact that we sent to New York for 
funds and were refused the currency,” said 
he. The action taken by the New York peo- 
ple is öutrageous. It does not jibe with West- 
ern idéas of banking at all. If a bank refuses 
to pay out its deposits on check or draft here 
we cOnsider that it is insolvent. We ordered

SHOT DEAD BY TWO HIGHWAYMEN, 


Joseph G. McIntosh Killed on South Park 
Avenue at Sixty-third Street. 

Joseph G. Melatosh, a carpenter who lived 
at No. 6652 Michigan avenue, was shot last 
night by two unknown men whoattempted to 
rob himas he was passing the corner of Sixty- 
third street and South Park avenue. 
He died a short time after being 
taken to Mercy Hospital. McIntosh 
spent the early part of. last evening 
visiting his brother John at Ellis avenue and 
Sixty-second street. About 10:30 o’clock he 
started to return to his home, and when he 
had reached the corner of South Park avenue 
and Sixty-third street he was approached by 
two men, one of whom covered him with a re- 
volver and demanded his money. McIntosh 
refused: to comply and began to defend him- 
self, whereupon the highwayman who held 
the revolver flred. The ball entered 
Melntosh's forehead over the right eye and 
rendered him unconscious. The report of 
the revolver attracted several citizens and a 
policeman connected with the Woodlawn 
Station. They saw two men disappearing in 
the darkness going north on South Park ave- 
nue. A detail of officers was soon scouring 
the territory in the vivinity of the shooting, 
but up to an early hour this morning no ar- 
rests had been made.

No more silver certificates will be issued by 
the Treasury Department for the present, as 
the limit prescribed by law has been reached, 
That is to say, as many silver certificates are 
now outstanding as there are standard silver 
dollars coined in the Treasury. The standard 
silver dollar was issued under the act of 1878 
known as the Bland act. Under this law 
389,936,374 standard silver dollars have 
been coined, Of this coinage there are: 
Standard silver dollars in the Treasury, 8333. 
164.583; silver certificates in circulation, 
#330, 222, 480; silver certificates in the 
Treasury, cash, $2,909,024; net standard 
silver dollars in the Treasury after deducting 
silver certificates in circulation, $2,882,103; 
standard silver dollars in circulation, 856, 
771.791; and standard silver dollars paid 
out by the Philadelphia mint today, 8500. 

The reduction in the number of standard 
silver dollars in the Treasury has been 
brought about by the large demand re2ently 
for silver dollars from the South to move the 
crops in Georgia and the Carolinas and to 

y off hands at work on the cotton crop. 
United States Treasurer Morgan’s circular on 
the subject reads: 

The issue of silver certificates being limited to 
the amount of standard silver dollars held by the 
Treasury for their redemption or exchange, for 
the present standard silver dollars can — fur- 
shed only for silver 28 1 for 
exchange or in return for th ed for re- 
demption. Halves, quarters, ** dimes can be 
furnished in the place of standard silver dollars 
in sums of $200 or more free of charge 
for. expressage or by W mail 
in sums or multiples 550, reg- 
istration free, for drafts Aue at 
Washington or any of the Subtreasury cities—

CASH SCARCITY OVER THIS WEEK. 


Banker Tappen Looks for Relief When the 
Gold Imports Arrive. 


New York, Aug. 3.—Frederick D. Tappen, 
President of the Gallatin National Bank, and 
Chairman of the Clearing-House Loan com- 
mittee, said today the cry about a scarcity ot 
currency would be all over by the end of the 
week, when the first of the gold importations 
would be here. Therreceipt of $10,000,000 
of gold, the amount now-on the way, said 
Mr. Tappen, would put u stop to this scarcity 
of currency. Mr. Tappen said he did not 
know anything about a premium being offered 
for currency. So far as the Galla- 
tin bank was concerned it had shov- 
eled out the cash without dis- 
crimination and would continue to do 30. He 
believed one or two banks up-town were a 
little short of currency. but it was probable 
that arrangements would be made to relieve 


their necessities. 

The Loan committee of the clearing-house 
this afternoon issued a fresh batch of $1,- 
500,000 loan certificates, making a total for 
the day of $2.800,000.- The total outstand- 
ing js is $33,050,000. 

e steamship Aller, which arrived this 
morning from Liverpool, brought $50,000 in 
gold consigned to Ladenburg, Thalman & Co, 

The overshadowing feature of the financial 
situation has come to be the scarcity of cur- 
rency. From ali over the country there has 
been such a continual demand for bills of 
small denomination, and New Tork 
has responded 80 freely to - the 
requests of out of town banks that 
now the metropolis itself is  suffer- 
ing from what 1 closely approaches a cur- 
rency famine. or several ys money 
brokers have been offering prenfiums of from 
$2.50 to $10 a $1,000 for small bills—$20 
and rg ge today the bids were advanced 
to $20 and $25. Considerable business is 
known to have been done at these figures. 
One firm—Zimmerman & Forshay—ad- 
mitted that it had bought currency in large 
amounts for customers for use in making up 
the coming Saturday rolls, but nace ft * 
cured the money it declin 
banks with one accord. denied that thes hea had 
parted with any funds for a premium. One 
source of supply was suggested in the large 
retail stores up-town. The deniand from 
country banks today was unabated. but 
comparatively little money was shipped. The 
banks of Chic cago, Philadelphia, and Boston 
are blamed for present situation because, 
it is said. they have failed to take proper 
measures of relief,and New York has been 
called upon to supply the whole country.

THAT FREE SILVER CONVENTION. 

The free silver convention in this city has 
adjourned sine die, The gathering consisted 
of two widely dissimilar and discordant ele- 
ments, differing as much as did the iron and 
the clay in the feet of Nebuchadnezzar’s im- 
age and having no more cohesion. The 
smaller number wanted free coinage on the 
now impossible basis of sixteen to one, because 
it would give them a cheap dollar worth about 
half as much as the present dollar. The 
larger number wanted the same thing, but 
only as a step towards the more complete rd. 
pudiation that would come with the issue of 
the fiat currency to which they stand pledged. 
These cranks had no sympathy with the sil- 
verites, caring nothing for the depreciation of 
the metal, but rejoicing at the prospect ot its 
falling lower. Indeed, they want to have the 
use of silver as money as well as gold utterly 
abaridoned. 

The verbose, long-winded pream ble con- 
suming thousands of words consists mostly of 
an attack on the alleged crime perpetrated 
in 1873 im dropping the defunet dollar. This 
is trying to kill over again a horse long since 
dead. No such “crime” exists now. We are 
in the midst of totally different conditions 
than those which environed us a quarter of a 
century ago, and if the silver problem had not 
been dealt with in the early seventies by Ger- 
many, France, and the Latin Union it must 
have been met today by the American people. 
They could no more evade it or escape the 
cheapening effect of silver bullion than could 
the people of India. And when they handle 


the conditions and wants of today. 

The question of what was done in the last 
generation in Europe is of little value now to 
us except as the answer to it will furnish us 
with hints for improvement. In -1878 the 
silver dollar of 37144 grains was remonetized 
as a full legal tender, and since about. half a 
billion of it has been coined in our mints and 
put into circulation physically or by its paper 
representing the certificates, while the metal 
rests in the Treasury for its reaemption. 

These important facts are studiously con- 
cealed from dishonest motives in the long- 
winded whereases and resolutions of the knave 
and crank convention. All ‘the sorrow and 
indignation in the whereas about the “‘ dread- 
ful wrong of dropping the silver dollar from 
the coinage in 1873 mean that if it had been 
retained resumption in 1879 would have 
taken place in depreciated silver, then 
worth but 89 cents on the dollar, 
and that gold money would have been frozen 
out of circulation then and ever since; 
and that for the last fourteen years this coun- 
try would have enjoyed the blessings of the 
silver monometallic standard, constantly sink- 
ing in value from 89 cents on the dollar in 
1879 to 54 cents on the dollarin 1893. Of 
that delicious luxury the cheap silverites were 
deprived by reason of resuming on the Amer- 
ican gold standard in 1879 and preventing 
by gold redemption the decline of the silver 
dollar to its bullion value. Hence these 
howls and calamity cries and verbose in- 
vectives and -frothy abjurgations and 
malicious and libelous. assaults on men who 
have been conspicuous in resisting their 
Wished for debasement of the Nation’s cur- 
rency. 

So the allegations in their dishonest and 
lying preamble are of no force even if they 
were true. The statement that the ratios of 
gold and silver have varied but a few points 
in the last 3,000 years is widely and wildly 
wrong, as within the last ten centuries the 
ratio has varied between seven and thirty of 
silver to one of gold. But what has that got 
to do with the present situation? For many 
centuries all the cloth of every kind used -by 
mortals was woven by hand from material 
spun by hand, and during all those ages the 


varying relation toso many hours of labor. 
Now by the introduction of labor-saving ma- 
chinery, which has so enormously cheapened 
the processes of production, the samé 
amount of human exertion will produce 
more than twenty times as much 
clothing as in the middle ages. 
The cost of producing wheat and turning it 
into flour and then into bread has been cheap- 
ened immensely within the memory of men 
not yetold. Ask the farmer of today to give 
as many bushels of wheat for half a dozen 
yards of cloth as was a fair equivalent only 
half a century ago and he would laugh at the 
proposition as absurd. Ask the same tning 
for the exchange of two centuries since and he 
would call che proposer a fool. And the 
Gold is now 
being produced twice as cheaply per ounce as 
early in this century, taking the pay of labor 
per dayas the test of value, while silver is 
being produced four to six times as cheaply as 
then by the same labor test. As measured by 
the cost of production the ratioof values is 
now more than thirty ounces of silver to one 
ounce of gold, instead of the sixteen to one of 
eighty or 100 years ago. 

This change of intrinsic relative value is a 
fact recognized by the whole civilized world 
and by everybody except a few persons in 
this country who want cheap money in which 
to pay their taxes, debts, and laborers, and a 
still’ smalier number elsewhere, whose eyes

THE 1 FREE SILVER FIZZLE. 
For weeks before the free silver cranks as- 
sembled in convention in this city it was 
given out by them that after they had met in 
the halls and finished up their lurid discus- 
sions they would close their proceedings with 
a great mass-meeting on the Lake-Front. 
The indoor meetings were for as benefit of 
the individual cranks composing the conven- 
tion. The outdoor meeting was for the bene- 
fit of all Chicago. The masses for whom 
there was not room in the halls were to come 
to the outdoor demonstration thousands upon 
thousands strong, with brass bands and ban- 
ners, and the 50-cent dollar sentiment was to 
be stirred up in their breasts until all Chicago 
would resound with wild clamor for free sil- 
ver and the Columbian year,would be made 
memorable by a gathering in comparison with 
which the congreases in the adjoining Art In- 
stitute would be insignificant. 

To accommodate the anticipated multitude 
room was secured on the Lake-Front Park. 
Several stands were erected for the orators, so 
placed that fifteen or twenty thousand persons 
could be accommodated at each stand. The 
night was an ideal one for such a meeting. 
A cool breeze swept across the park. The arc 
lights made it almost like day. Everything 
was lovely for the outpouring of the 50-cent- 
dollar masses. The stands were there, The 
orators were there. Everything. was there ex- 
cept the masses who were to hear the expound- 
ing of the free-silver 50-céent-dollar gospel. 
From Sto 9 o’clock, when the meeting wasfin 
full blast, three stands were occupied. 
At the southernmost one a California 
crank clad in buckskin held forth to 
about 75, idlers. At the middle stand 
an Iowa female crank shrieked for 50-cent 
dollars to about 200 fellows. At the north- 
ern stand an Alabama crank held forth to lese 
than a horse-car load of tramps. The crowd 
all told at the three stands was just about as 
large as the crowd of vagrants and tramps 
that makes the Lake-Front its sleeping 
ground on summer nights, Temporarily dis- 
turbed in the use of. their couches they went 
to the meeting and were thankful when it was 
over and they could stretch out for the night. 
These were the masses that were to enthuse 
on that beautiful evening. These were the 
thousands of laboring and retail men who 
were to come and shout for the 50-cent dol- 
lar and applaud the free silver shriekers. 
This was the way Chicago greeted Tom Pat- 
terson, Long-Winded Warner, and Bloody- 
Bridle Waite. 

This dreadful fizzle shows just how deeply 
Chicago has caught the 50-cent dollar free 
silver infection, how widespread is the senti- 
ment for the bogus dollar, and how many of 
its workingmen want to take 50-cent money 
for their labor. It shows just how much 
effect the miserable drivel and froth of the 
knaves have had upon the Chicago people. 
Undoubtedly the outcome is a great disap- 
pointment to the leaders in the 50-cent dollar 
conspiracy. They had been led to believe by 
a few Anarchists and greenback cranks that 
Chicago was yearning for 50-cent dollars and 
crazy to listen to the wild gabble of Tom Patter- 
son, Long-Winded Warner, Long-Bearded 
Stewart, and Bloody-Bridle Waite, and they 
came here with the belief they would take the 
town by storm and that the laboringmen 
would throng their outdoor -meeting by tens 
of thousands. They discovered their mistake, 
however, before they had been here twenty- 
four hours, and they left the entertainment of 
the handful of persons, mostly professional 
park sleepers, to a half dozen cheap John 
cranks Who were too lurid even to speak in 
the indoor meetings. They have been taught 
a useful lesson, however, and the next time 
they want to hold a convention it will bea 
long ways from Chicago. That bloviating old 
humbug, Gov. Waite, could not get blood 
enough here to cover a mouse’s tail. 


BETTER TIMES HOPED FOR. 

The consensus of opinion among close ob- 
servers of the financial situation is to the ef- 
fect that probably the worst is over and that a 
gradual improvement can be counted on con- 
fidently if Congress does its duty at the ses- 
sion which begins next week. The business 
depression, that exists all over the country 
cannot be removed in a day and money is 
still close, the stringency appearing to be 
even greater in New York than in this city. 
The supply of currency (paper) there is so 
searce that it is at 1 per cent premium, and 
institutions with large pay-rolls have been 
compelled to pay mostly in sHiver. The New 
York banks are exerting themselves to the ut- 
most to meet the pinch, and the issue of clear- 
ing-house certificates yesterday raised the total 
to $33,050,000. 

One of the most reassuring features of the 
general situation is the fact that large a nounts 
of gold are coming hither from Europ to pay 
for low-priced grain and provisions held in 
this city and stocks held at the seaboard. The 
decline in prices has been so severe as to at- 
tract Old World buyers, and they are all the 
more willing to send their gold here in pay- 
ment, as they fully count on the government 
taking such action as may be deemed neces- 
sary to put the currency on a sound and sub. 
stantial basis, with no room to fear a re- 
pudiative policy prevailing in this country. 
Nearly ten millions of gold are being shipped 
thence this week, and close observers say they 
expect the total will be swelled to thirty or 
forty millions before there is any considerable 
let up inthe westward movement of the yellow 
metal. And confidence is increasing at home. 
The payments of customs dues at the New 
York Subtreasury for the last ten days report- 
ed included 12½ per cent in gold coin and 4.6 
percent in gold certificates. This 17 per 
cent is the largest proportion of gold and pa- 
per that calls for gold that has been noted in 
a long time, and it is especially encouraging 
as compared with May, when the proportion 
of gold was practically zero. This change in 
the situation enables the Treasury to pay in 
gold its debts on balances at the New York 
Clearing-House and still report a slow gaia in 
the amount of free gold held by the govern- 
ment. Also it is reported that savings banks 
at the East have agreed to sell government 
bonds to the national banks, which will use 
them to expand their issues of notes. The 
first offer of these bonds is ten millions at 
109, and more than ninety millions can be 
added to the currency if the 124 savings 
banksin the State of New York should sell 
all their holdings of government bonds, the 
total at the beginning of the year being 5109, 
375,460.

monetization of that much silver, and that if

We would be no better off after the accomplish- 
ment of that miraculous feat thah we are at pres- 
ent. Every dollar of our present circulation, 
whether gold, silver, or paper, is equal to every 
other dollar for all monetary uses, and hence we 
would gain nothing by withdrawing silver or 
paper from circulation and substituting gold, be- 
cause the gold would have no more utility as 
money than either silver or paper. 


And finally at the end of a oolumn it says 
this country needs more legal tender money 
than it has now, and that the only way to get 
it is “ by throwing our mints open to the free 
„and unlimited coinage of [87134 grain} 
* silver dollars.“ 

The fatal fallacy in the above is that it is 
rot proposed by anybody to demonetize the 
$600,000,000 of silver and silver paper now 
in circulation. The unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman law would not have that effect. 
It would not demonetize a dollar of it. 
It would not change the status of the existing 
silver money, but simply stop additions to 
it till provision was made for putting 
more silver in the dollar on some such safe 
plan as the Windom scheme. As the existing 
600,000,000 silver dollars and silver paper 
would not be demonetized, but would remain 
in circulation, it would not have to be re- 


placed with $600,000,000 in gold, as that 


unreflecting journal asserts. It would only 
be necessary to buy about 100 millions of 
gold so as to keep at parity that silver and 
paper money now afloat, 

If, however, the Sherman law is not re- 
pealed, or the gold reserve is not increased, 
then the silver part of the currency will drop 
by its own inherent weaknessin purchasing 
and loaning power one-half. It will drop to 
the silver bullion basis of value. The legal 
tenders and national bank noteg will drop 
likewise because redeemable in 371 grain 
silver dollars when the gold in the Treasury 
is exhausted. All that part of the currency 
between $1,100,000,000 and 81,300,000. 
000—which is not gold will shrink 40 to 50 
per cent and there will be a currency contrac- 
tion of fully $600,000,000. It will be far 
more than a currency contraction. There 
will be a shrinkage in value of the deposits 
in savings, national, and other banks, of 
loans, insurance moneys, pensions, etc., 
which will amount to billions in the aggregate, 
and which cannot be made good to the losers 
by any wildcat free coinage scheme of the 
Waites, Weavers, or Wolcotts. 

And if the free eoinage proposition advo- 
cated by the Republican were adopted the 
same result would ensue. All the gold would 
go out of cireulation at once, causing a con- 
traction of half the currency. All the silver 
now in use would shrivel up 50 per cent, and 
it would take two of the new free silver 50- 
cent dollars to do the business work that one 
good dollar does now. It would be necesary 
to have at least three billions silver 50-cent 
dollars todo the money work done now by 
half that number of par dollars, and the 
value of the cheap ones would be hopping up 
and down perpetually with the fluctuations of 
silver bullion, 

Free coinage cranks will please stick to the 
truth. Nota hand is lifted against the silver 
money now in circulation. ‘All that is asked 
is legislation to make it safe and keep it at par, 
ahd prevent its dropping one-half. All argu- 
ments based on a contrary assumption rest 
on a rotten foundation. 


JOHN BOYD THACHER AND THE LADY 
MANAGERS. 

There is every reason for satisfaction that 
the Board of Lady Managers at last has risen 
in its wrath, sharpened its sticks, and decided 
to go after bumptious John Boyd Thacher. 
As Chairman of the Executive Committee on 
Awariis he has treated the board vith marked 
rudeness. He began it by deciding that the 
proportion of woman judges should be one 
woman to five men and seven-tenths of a man. 
If he had left off this seven-tenths in the pro- 
portion it might not have seemed so bad to 
those who feel and know that any ene woman 
is as good ag ten-tenths of a man at any time 
and under any circumstances. Measured by 
the John Boyd Thacher standard any one 
woman on the board ought to be equivalent 
to half a dozen of the male sex of his kind. 
The Thacher ruling, however, had to be ac- 
cepted because the women were helpless. 
They could do nothing else. 

Having swallowed this affront,now comes Mr. 
John Boyd Thacher and presents the names of 
half a dozen foreign women as judges to the 
National Commission without first presenting 
them to the Board of Lady Managers, as he 
was bound to do officially and by the laws of 
common courtesy. The board is not ina 
mood to stand this kind of thing. It was only 
a short time ago that it sought to do the hand- 
some thing by making a sumptuous spread of 
ice creams, chocolates, lady fingers. and angel 
food, to which it invited the National Com- 
missioners, only two of whom had the gal- 
lantry after accepting to put in an appear- 
ance. Following so closely upon this snub 
Mr. John Boyd Thacher’s treatment of them 
was a large straw on the camel’s back, and 
the. board rose with unanimity in 
its resolution to resent it. A committee 
composed of Mrs. Cantrell, Mrs. Ryan, 
Mrs. Hooker, and Mrs. Wilkins was 
appointed to wait upon Mr. John Boyd 
Thacher and demand from him some expla- 
nafion of his shabby treatment of the board. 
The committee is composed of determined 
women and numerically is as strong as it 
would have been had the proportion been ad- 
justed oh the Thacher standard. It, however, 
might have been just as formidable a com- 


mittee if it had been composed of. Isabella | 


Beecher Hooker alone, armed with the um- 
brella with which she triumphantly routed 
the obnoxious steam roller man not long 
since.

Their 
counsel will go into court ina few days and 
ask that the injunction be dismissed. If the 
court gives them permission to argue the 
question in full they may succeed in con- 
vincing him that no one will be harmed by 
being denied access to Jackson Purk on Sun- 
days dWMing the next three months. Should 
they fail to change his opinion then the Fair 
will have to stay open, for the directors will 
not run the risk of being talked to more 
harshly and punished more severely than they 
were on Wednesday last. 

If the end of the whole business is that the 
directors must keep open on Sunday nolens 
volens, then they should make the best of a 
bad business and see what they can do to in- 
crease the attendance. Last Sunday only 
19,000 went there. The whole thing is in a 
bad muddle by the unfortunate Stein injunc- 
tion and contempt proceedings. 


MR. TRUDE’S POSITION, 

Mr. Trude has been elected. President of 
the Board of Education, To that extent Mr. 
Trude is to be congratulated, for the office is 
one of the most important and honérable in 
the city. It now remains for Mr. Trude to 
earn the congratulations of the whole city 
rather than a fad faction by the manner in 
which he administers his responsible trust. 
In an interview he has defined his position 
and also forecasts the policy of the new board. 
He affirms that the board will adopt a policy 
of ecopomy and that every contract will be 
given the widest publicity, and that only the 
cheapest bids will be accepted. That is what 
the people want, He also affirms that the 
service of the schools will remain as it is. 
That is right. More important still, he af- 
firms that German in the public schools is 
settled once for all, that no attempt will be 
made to put the fads back, and that by the ex- 
clusion of the fads they will save $150,000 a 
year. Upon this point Mr. Trude says: 

Our main effort in the future will be to see that 
we give all the children we can a chance to get 
something of an education and to see that while 
they do attend they are instructed in those 
branches of education that will enable them to 
get along in the world after they leave school. 
There are one or two of the fads in the higher de- 
partments which I think may be léft there safely. 
For instance, there is clay modeling for the 
blind, which is a good thing, and chemistry and 
oneor two other studies in the high schools 
which will not interfere with the general pur- 
pose of the schools. These can be left as they 
are. But in the lower grades we want to give all 
the children time to learn the English language 
and to learn how to read and write. 

This is sound policy. It is what the people 
want. If Mr. Trude can carry it out and 
make good his statements he will earn the ap- 
plause of all who are interested in the schools 
and can afford to disregard the clamor of the 


fad cranks.

EXPLANATION WHY. 

The so-called Bland law of 1878 was a com- 
promise. The House passed a free coinage bill 
and sent it to the Senate. The Representatives 
were controlled by a popular clamor for cheap 
money which the free coinage of silver would 
have given, because while greenbacks were about 
98 cents on the dollar during 1878 the silver dol- 
lar was worth intrinsically about 89 cents. The 
Senate, more conservative then than now, would 
not agree to this House free coinage bill, and 
the result was a compromise on the Allison prop- 
osition to buy monthly not less than two million 
and not more than four million dollars’ worth of 
silver bullion and coim it into silver dollars. The 
free silver men saw that this gave them some- 
thing, though not all they asked, and they ac- 
cepted it, but they did not relax their efforts 
and kept on agitating for free coinage. 

When the question came up in 1890 in the 
Fifty-first Congress the free coinage party was 
strong in the House. Itincluded nearly all the 
Democrats and a percentage of the Western Re- 
publicans. There was reason to believe that on 
the naked issue of free coinage or the retention 
of the unmodified Bland law there would have 
been a free coinage majority. Sothere was passed 
by the House a bill much like the Sherman law, 
providing for the purchase of the same number of 
ounces of silver per month. In the Senate that 
part was stricken out, and a free coinage provis- 
ion substituted. That was rejected in the House 
by only seventeen votes of majority, and the bill 
went into conference committee. 

Ifno compromise had been arrived at by the 
committee the probabilities are that the House 
would have surrendered and that it would have 
voted for a free coinage bill rather than leave 
the silver question as it was. Aware of that and 
of the evil consequences which would ensue 
Senator Sherman supported reluctantly the 
compromise bill. He succeeded in securing the 
insertion of the important declaration that it 
was “the established policy of the United States 
to maintain the two metals (gold and silver) on 
a parity with each other upon the present legal 
ratio or. such ratio as may be 14 by law.“

less, as the fresh gold would have prevented dis- 
trust in the Treasury's ability to keep the silver 
dollars to a parity with gold money. 

But the compromise had no such vital pro- 
vision, and as time wore on the certificates poured 
out at the rate of fifty millions a year, and the 
people saw more and more silver certificate notes 
in circulation, silver bullion rapidly falling in 
value, and the gold reserve dwindling away, they 
began to be nervous as to the power of the gov- 
ernment to keep its silver paper and legal tenders 
at par with gold much longer. That nervousness 
has been growing into distrust day by day during 
the last ten or twelve months. To dispel it the 
silver purchase clauses of the Sherman law 
should be repealed and gold bought and put into 
the Treasury to keep at par the silver and certifi- 
cates now used as money. persons thought

GREAT FIRE AT PORT LOUIS. 


Many Houses That Withstood the Hurri- 
dane Burned- Loss, 1.000, 00 Rupees.

WANT TO RIDE WITH WHITE FOLKS. 


-Kentucky Negroes to Fight the Law Giving 
Them Separate ‘Railroad Coaches. 

Frankrort, Ky., Aug. 3.— [Special.]— 
Among the many important laws enacted by 
the recently adjourned Legislature of Ken- 
tucky that providing for separate coaches for 
white people and negroes on railroads will go 
into effect Oct. 8. The negroes always op- 
posed the enactment of the law, and during its 
considerations before the Legislature they used 
all their efforts towards defeating what they 
termed an unjust and discriminating law.“ 
When the bill was passed and signed by Gov. 
Brown the leaders of the negroes gave out the 
information that they would yield to the in- 
evitable and submit to „the hardships of the 
law.“ Later information received here does 
not warrant that this graceful submission will 
be witnessed. The colored people all over the 
State are aroused on the subject and are 
preparing to fight the measure in 
the courts. Funds are being raised in every 
county in the State by which legal talent will 
be employed to fight the law. Ex-Gov. J. 
Proctor Knott, the distmguished lawyer, will 
have charge of the legal force, and it is con- 
fidently expected by the negroes that 
he will easily find a constitutional error 
in the law, and by this attempt to have the 
ceurts declare it unconstitutional. The 
sentiment of the public is for the law. The 
railroad companies are at work making the 
coaches in compliance with the law and they 
expect it to be enforced. 


ORGANIZE A CANADIAN SUGAR TRUST.

A wagonload of goods 
was taken and left at George Eager’s place, 
on Clark street near Van Buren, by burglars 
who were afterwards identified as Thomas 
Burns and George Havill. O’Donnell was so 

rsistent in this case that he finally secured 
Eager’s conviction, but Bager secured a new 
trial and died before it was reached, 


Arrests Rock at the Rpint of a Revolver. 


In 1869 Mike Rock, the head of the notori- 
ous Rock gang that had its headquarters in 
the Twelfth street district, was arrested by 
O'Donnell at the point of a revolver, after a 
desperate fight. Rock, with Barclay Cum- 
mins and Morris Kelly, was sent upfor a lon 
term: a number of burglaries being prov 
against the trio. Rock swore he would have 
the Captain’s life when he got out, and 
shortly after his return got drunk and went 
hunting the Captain with a revolver. ©O’Don- 
nell heard of it and looked for Rock, find- 
ing him in a West Side saloon. Rock man- 
aged to put a bullet through O’Donnell’s 
left arm before the Captain collared him, took 
away his revolver, and locked him up, and 
Rock did time again for that. 

O’ Donnell was instrumental in securing the 
conviction of Johnny Lamb for the shoot- 
ing of Officer ; pushing the 
case with tireless energy against 
the determined opposition of Lamb’s friends. 
„ Sheepy ’’ George, Johnny Griffin, Charlie 
Dennis, and Philo Durfee were all indicted at 
this time. They had robbed a clothi store 
at No. 120 Fifth avenue and were unloading 
the proceeds before Lesser Friedberg’s pawn 
shop on State street when Officer Reese came 
along, looked in the wagon, and was shot 
dead. Sheeny George turned state’s evi- 
dence and Lamb was sentenced to be 
hanged, but secured a new trial and the 
removal of the case to Kane County and 
finally escaped punishment. It is now gen- 
erally believed that Sbeeny George fired 
the fatal shot. For his persistent prosecution 
of this case this ga again threatened to 
shoot O'Donnell, but he kept right on doing 
his duty just the same. His gallant services 
in the riotsof 1871, 1877, and 1886 were 
every where the subject of favdrable comment, 
and in the Anarchist outbreak he rendered 
efficient aid. 


Handles the Burly Combatants. 


Capt. O’Donnell’s great physical strength 
was known and respected among the officers 
on the force, but was seldom displayed. 
Once two officers ( 1 — to his command 
at the West Twelfth Street Station became 
involved in a dispute, and blows were ex- 
changed. The Captain ran from his office, 
and, seizing a burly combatant in each hand, 
flung them apart as though each was a child. 
Then, without a word, he returned to his 
office. This was his way of disciplining his 


men. 
For cool, indomitable courage Capt. O' Don- 
nell had no superior on the force. uring the 
Bohemian outbreak on the Black Road a 
desperate striker, absolutely careless of the 
consequence, pointed a revolver at the Cap- 
tain, who delibérately walked to the 
man and us the trigger was 
pulled knocked the muzzle of the 
pistol upward. Then he seized the striker by 
the neck, and, not deigning to disarm him, 
threw him a dozen feet into a group of of- 
ficers and ordered them to lock him up. 
The funeral of Capt. O'Donnell will be held 
Saturday morning, at 9 a. m., when high 
mass will be celebrated at the Church of the 
Holy Family, and the interment will be at 
Calvary. A special escort of police will ac- 
company the remains to the grave. 
[Simon O'Donnell was born in County Clare, 
Ireland, in 1834, and came to Chicago in 1849. 
He spent some years as a workingman. being 
even then remarkabie among his companions for 
his great physical strength and courage. He was 
appoin on the police force in 1862, 
and was noted for his efficient work. After 
seven years he was appointed Seeond Sergeant 
on his merits, having no political backing, and 
soon afterwards was made First Sergeant, a rank 
equivalent to Lieutenant now. He was placed 
in charge of the Twelfth Street Substation, where 
he served over seven years in what was con- 
sidered the worst district in the city. In 1877 
he was promoted to a Captaincy and took charge 
of the First Precinct, with headquarters at the 
armory. After having been promoted to Deputy 
Superintendent and acted as Superintendent dur- 
ing the illness of the incumbent he was appointed 
Superintendent in 1879, in which position ne had 
entire charge of the Chicago police force. He re- 
mained in this position for twenty-one months, and 
then, at his own request, was allowed to resign the 
Superintendency and was made Captain of the 
nd Precinct, his old charge. He was made 
an Inspector of the Police Mayor Cregier 
and assigned to the Second Division. He was 
retired a year ago by Mayor Washburne, but 
being still hale, hearty, — active and feeling 
as fit for duty as ever he took charge ofthe 
police force at the Corrigan race track, where he 
was employed at the time ofhisdeath. His 
first wife died soon after marriage and he was 
married again, to Catherine ; Dany, Sweat eight

Civilization has declared 
that the confidences of the confessional are 
sacred, and when a court of law lifts its hana 
and says that this shall not be so, it says that 
the civilization of the age cannot make any 
regulation which the law is bound to respect. 

It is my opinion that a decision so directly 

contrary to all precedent and to common 

sense cannot stand.“

DROPPED BY SANTA FE 


JACKSONVILLE SOUTHEASTERN TIOK- 
ETS NOIONGER ON SALE. 


Many Difficulties Led to the Break, Which 
Amounts to a Practical Boycott of the 
Line’s Former St. Louis. Connection— 
Low World's Fair Rates Stimulate 
Travel on Western Roads Peculiaf 
Rates May Lead to a WarAlton to Is- 
sue New Stocks to Retire Bonds. 

About two years ago the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Railroad company formed a 
traffic alliance with the Jacksonville South- 
eastern railroad, which gave the former a 
direct outlet to St: Louis from Chicago. Con- 
siderable ill feeling was caused between the 
Santa Fé and the other St. Louis linés on ac- 
count of this deal, and several little conflicts 
have taken place between the Alton and Santa 
Fé because the latter did not prevent. the 
Jacksonville Southeastern from manipulating 
rates. For the last few months the relations 
between the Santa Fé and the Jacksonville 
Southeastern have been more or less strained, 
use the Southeastern would not maintain 
pasSenger rates, and managed to get the Santa 
Fé in trouble with its competiters. 

It is claimed that the Santa Fé lost much 
more money by the refusal of the Alton, 
Illinois Central, and Wabash to give its St. 
Louis and San Francisco line any business at 
St. Louis than it made by running trains over 
the Jacksonville Southeastern to St. Louis. 
It haslong since been the wish of the roads 
in the Western Passenger Association that the 
Santa Fé should cancel its arrangement with 
the Jacksonville Southeastern, because the 
latter wasa constant menace to the peace 
among the association lines. The Santa Fé 
has long since been desirous of obliging its 
competitors by canceling its arrangements 
with the Jacksonville Southeastern, but was 
unable to do so because of the existence of a 
legal contract with that road, For the last 
few months the Jacksonville Southeastern 
has failed to settle accounts and balances 
with the Santa Fé, and this afforded the latter 
the desired opportunity te get out of the ob- 
noxious agreement with the Jacksonville 
Southeastern. Yesterday the Santa Fé issued

This not only annuls the traffie contract 
heretofore earns between the Santa Fé and 
Jacksonville Southeastern, but it stops all in- 
terchange of B traffic between the 
two roads, or, in other words, the Santa Fé 
virtually boycotts the Jacksonville Southeast- 
ern. withdrawal of the Satita Fé from 
competition for St. Louis traffic is hailed with 
joy by the Alton, Illinois Central, and Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois; who feel that they 
will have much less trouble hereafter in main- 
taining rates between Chicago and St. Louis. 


TRAVEL STIMULATED BY LOW RATES. 


Further Reductions Will Cause a Boom 
for the Railroad. 

The reduction in World’s Fair rates by the 
Western roads to one fare for the round trip, 
plus $2, which went into effect Aug. 1, has 
greatly stimulated the traffic of all the roads. 
Trains which previous to Aug. 1 came in here 
almost empty are now coming in well filled. 
On some of the lines the business has almost 
doubled since Aug. 1. This shows the fal- 
lacy of the arguments heretofore made by the 
advocates of high rates, who’ claimed that no 
reduction that the railroads would make at 
this time would increase their business. if 
the slight reduction that has been made 
brought about such good results 
it may easily be imagined what great 
results would be gained by making 
World’s Fair rates one fare or less for the 
round trip. All that is needed to create a 


boom for the railroads and the Fair is the | 


establishment of low rates. Thousands of 
people stand ready to come here and see the 
wonders of the Fair if rates are made low 


enough. but they will not come as long as the 


railroads persist in making higher rates 
they ordinarily make to county fairs and 
small gatherings of all kinds. 

The refusal of the Western roads to grant 
reduced rates to the Grand Army encamp- 
ment at Indianapolis is bound to bring about 
such disturbances between the different West- 
ern lines as to force World’s Fair rates down 
to lower figures than the railroads would have 
had to make had they acted squarely in 
the first place. As matters now stand people 
can go from St. Louis to Indianapolis on ac- 
eount of the Grand Army reunion at one cent 
a mile, which makes $4.80 for the round 
trip, and from Indianapolis to Chicago the 
rate will not be more than $38.66, which 
would make a through rate St. Louis to Chi- 
cago via Indianapolis of $8.46, while the rate 
from St. Louis direct to Chicago is now $10, 
and the trip from St. Louis to Indianapolis 
via Chivage would be $13.66. 

That such a disparity in rates cannot be 
maintained must be clear to everybody ex- 
cept the prejudiced General Passenger Agents 
of the Chicago roads.

ALTON TO ISSUE NEW STOCK. 


The Money to Be Applied for the Retire- 
ment of Bonds. 

The Chicago and Alton railroad company 
proposes to issue new stock to the amount of 
$2,500,000. The reason for this is that the 
company intends to retire next April bonds to 
the amount of $2,929,000 and needs the 
money derived from the sale of new stock to 
pay off the above named indebtedness. In other 
words $2,929,000 of bonds or mortgages will 
be lifted with money raised by the sale of 
stock. The interest the company has to pay 
on the ponds to be retired is 7 per cent, 
amounting to $205,000, and 8 per cent divi- 
dend on the stock to be issued will amount 
to $200,000. The company will therefore 
be the gainer of $5,000 by the transaction 
even if it continues to pay 8 per cent divi- 
dend. If dividends 8 be reduced the 
company's gain would be still greater. The 
new stock is offered to stockholders of record 
at 114 per share, and as it now sells in the 
market at over 130 it will no doubt be quick 
ly taken. This is the same course as was pur- 
‘sued when the first mortgage bonds of the 
company were paid off and canceled last 
January.

EXPLANATION. 

Our correspondent misses the real point in the 
controversy. The free-silverites vociferously re- 
fuse to agree to put a dollar’s worth of silver in 
the silver dollar. They object to putting in more 
than 371% grains; but that amount ie only worth 
about 54 cents in any nation of the world when 
it is not held up artificially by gold, as in France 
and the United States. If the silverites would 
agree to put as much value—that is, purchasing 
power—into their silver dollar as the goldites 
putinto the gold dollar then the silver dollar 
would not be traveling on crutches, with the gold 
dollar holding it from tumbling to the ground. 
The whole trouble is in the dishonesty of the sil-. 
verites, who persist in their purpose to prevent 
more than 871K grains of silver being put into 
silver dollars under free coinage, their darling ob- - 
ject being to drive all gold out of circulation and 
to substitute cheap, fifty-cent silver dollars there- 
for. When they call themselves bimetallists they 
are lying. They are silver monometallists of the 
fifty-cent dollar variety.
